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Living the Motto: Jack Loomis in Chad

Ed. Note: Jack (John S.) Loomis, 

a 1969 graduate of North Shore, received 
a B.A. from Stanford in 1973 and 
attended medical school at Northwestern 
University. While a medical student, he 
took a year off after winning a fellowship 
to work in a mission hospital in Kenya, 
and assisted doctors in rural England 
before finishing his medical training. 
Jack's residency in family practice was 
taken at the University of Illinois at 
Rockford, and he earned a master's degree 
in public health at Johns Hopkins 
University. He studied French for 6 
months in France in preparation for an 
extended visit to Chad in June 1983 . In 
April, his article, written in pencil by 
candlelight and telling of his experiences 
as a doctor there, was sent home via a 
missionary who was flying back to the 
U.S. Jack plans to be home by Christmas 
1985 . 


"You are going to go whereV. To Chad? 

. . . Uh, how interesting." This 
particular quotation summarizes well 
the reactions of many of my friends 
and associates during the months 
preceding my departure overseas in 
early January 1983. The inflections of 
their voices, often revealed an 
underlying combination of incredulity, 
amusement, fascination and profound 
ignorance on their part. Such reactions 
to the revelation of my intended 
destination certainly did not surprise 
me. After all, I knew little more about 
Chad than they did. 

What information I eventually 
accumulated about this sparsely 
populated country located in the Sahel 
(Sub-Saharan Desert) region of Africa 
did not reassure me. Over the past 
three years, I have learned about and, 
to varying extents, personally observed 
the following sobering realities of this 
troubled former French colony: (1) 
CIVIL WAR: Virtually since the time 
of its independence in the 1960’s, a 
parade of numerous factions have 
assumed the reins of government — 
only to lose power when a stronger 
group happened to assert itself. The 
present government has had to rely on 
arms and personnel supplied by 
France, Zaire and even the United

States, in order to repel a faction of 
rebel troops backed by Libya, Chad’s 
neighbor to the north; (2) POVERTY: 
A United Nations report published 
during the past year states that Chad 
now has the lowest Gross National 
Product per capita in the world; (3) 
ECOLOGICAL DETERIORATION: 
As the southern edge of the Sahara 
Desert relentlessly advances further 
southward, fewer and fewer terrains 
within Chad remain reliable 
agriculturally. Although the reasons 
behind this trend are both complex and 
interrelated (e.g. deforestation, over- 
grazing, soil erosion, decreasing rainfall, 
over-population), one can easily grasp 
the end result: too many people and 
too little food. 


Reasoning optimistically that working 
in a primary health care project in 
Chad would prove to be an excellent 
learning experience ("If one can get a 

C ’mary health care project to succeed 
e one will probably be able to do so 
anywhere!’’) I sought and gained the 
approval three years ago of Dr. David 
Thompson to help him in his work 
with a community health project 
located in southwestern Chad. I finally 
arrived in this country in mid-1983 
after having completed six months of 
language study in France. 

The Lere Community Health Project 
began about ten years ago as a very 
modest joint effort of the local 
governmental hospital and a Lere-based 















Catholic Mission to provide 
surrounding villages with simple, 
primary health care services. 
Subsequent to the arrival eight years 
ago of Dr. Thompson, a Lutheran 
Brethren missionary from Minnesota, 
the project became a community- 
owned venture and expanded 
significantly in size. At present, it 
encompasses 86 health posts located in 
over 60 villages and serves a composite 
population of over 40,000 Chadians. 
Village-based services consist of the 
recognition and treatment of common, 
yet potentially serious illnesses such as 
malaria, diarrhea and pneumonia. 

The health worker also receives 
training in the treatment of simple 
headaches, intestinal worms, conjunc¬ 
tivitis, muscle strains, wounds and 
scabies. During his training, he learns 
to refer those patients who present 
symptoms with which he is unfamiliar 
or for which he has no medication to 
the government hospital in Lere. He

has at his disposition only five or six 
basic medications plus a limited 
assortment of bandages and antiseptics 
for treating skin wounds. Through 
buying these medications and other 
medical supplies in generic form and in 
bulk, the health project keeps their 
prices low enough to allow the vast 
majority of the villagers to purchase 
them whenever illnesses arise. A 
villager with malaria for instance, pays 
less than the equivalent of $.20 (U.S.) 
for the purchase of chloroquine. 

In addition to basic clinical services, 
the village health posts make available 
to the villagers periodic access to 
vaccinations. A Lere headquarters- 
based two-man vaccination team 
circulates regularly among the different 
villages in order to protect the villagers 
against measles, polio, tetanus, 
diptheria and whooping cough. In 
aadition to vaccinations, other 
preventive-oriented services include the 
provision of mosquito nets, to those 
willing to buy them and disease 
prevention advice offered by the health 
workers at the time of a villager’s 
illness. 

The project’s Director, a Chadian with 
three years of nurse’s training, takes 
charge of the day-to-day administraiton 
of the health project, holds on-going 
continuing education sessions for the 
present group of village health workers 
and provides guidance and encourage¬ 
ment to the organization’s four 


supervisors. These four supervisors, all 
of whom are former village health 
workers, circulate through the villages 
in order to help the individual health 
workers and the village health 
committees to facilitate their work. 

In addition to the project’s director, 
Lere-based personnel consist of Dr. 
Thompson and myself. Dr. Thompson, 
who was the project’s Director three 
years ago, now serves officially as the 
organization’s technical consultant. His 
role over the past few years has 
diminished appreciably, as he has 
become increasingly involved in other 
non-health related missionary pursuits 
during this period. 

My activities since my arrival two years 
ago have consisted of initiating, 
preparing and taking charge of a formal 
evaluation of the health project, 
helping to train and to supervise the 
project’s village health workers and its 
supervisors, designing curriculum 
materials, seeing patients both at my 
house and in the villages I happen to be 
visiting, and even assisting with the sale 
of our central depot’s medication to 
the village health workers. Because the 
implementation of the project’s 
evaluation has encountered numerous 
delays until now, I have had to delay 
my eventual departure from Chad an 
additional ten months. God willing, I 
shall arrive home in Winnetka in time 
to take part in some Christmas vaca-

tion basketball practice with Jay 
Bach’s and Mac McCarty’s teams and 
a host of other alumni in the NSCDS 
gym! 

Lere itself is a relatively prominent 
village of approximately 6,000 people 
and located within ten to fifteen miles 
of the Cameroon border in extreme 
southwestern Chad. The village serves 
as the unofficial capital of the 
Moundang people because it is where 
the tribe’s Grand Chief resides. The 
village’s importance in this area is 
heightened also by the presence of sub¬ 
district government offices, Protestant 
and Catholic mission stations, a 
regional high school, a large weekly 
open-air market and a small cotton 
processing factory located on the 
village’s outskirts. 

Although the village population 
consists mainly of Moundangs, a 
variety of other people live here also. 
The second most prominent tribe 
represented in Lere are the Fulani, a 
people scattered extensively across this 
part of Africa. They adhere almost 
exclusively to the Islamic faith, whereas 
the Moundangs and the other tribes 
consist mainly of animists and 
Christians. There are only a token 
handful of "Europeans” (that is, 
whites) living in the greater Lere area, 
all of whom serve here as either 
protestant or Catholic missionaries. 
Most of the foreigners of western 
background come from French¬ 


speaking European countries, although 
a few of us are Americans. 

The Grand Chief of the Moundang 
people is the village’s most prominent 
citizen. An impressive man physically 
(roughly 6'4" and 300 pounds), he 
reigns personally over a household 
consisting of his 70 wives and more 
than 100 children. He seldom travels 
from his compound, except for his 
regular supervision of his wives who 
labor daily in his vast fields during the 
growing season. There appears to be 
very little need for him to leave his 
compound because anyone needing to 
do business with him comes dutifully 
to him. 

As the symbolic embodiment of tribal 
culture and tradition, the present 
Grand Chief commands the unswerv¬ 
ing loyalty of his Moundang subjects. 
He rules over them with the assistance 
of a select group of village chiefs and 
other tribal elders. Although the Grand 
Chief does not actually involve himself 
in governmental administrative work, 
he provides counsel to the local 
government officials. He, himself, 
collects taxes from all of his Moundang 
subjects, judges over them in various 
intra-tribal disputes, exacts fines on 
them in diverse situations and even 
distributes land to those of his people 
desiring to build a new hut compound 
or to cultivate a new field. All the land 
in the region belongs to the Grand

Chief, and he alone has the right to 
determine its usage. 

The fact that the present Grand Chief 
has served his people for over twenty 
years attests well to his popularity. 
Traditionally, Moundang Grand Chiefs 
ruled over their people for only seven 
years and were routinely executed by 
tribal elders at the end of that 
designated time. The elders, who have 
historically wielded considerable 
influence amongst the Moundangs, 
carried out these periodic ritual acts of 
execution in order to prevent their 
Grand Chiefs from acquiring too much 
power over them and the rest of the 
tribe. Interestingly, the tribal elders 
never encountered any difficulty in 
finding willing replacements for the 
just-executed Grand Chiefs. Aspiring 
notables must have considered the 
attraction of holding the post of Top 
Moundang to be adequate 
compensation for the inevitably 
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inglorious exit that would be theirs 
seven years hence! 

My own small cement-block house, 
located on the edge of the health 
project property, is situated one-half 
mile north of the Grand Chief’s 
compound. Unlike the Chief, I do not 
have a troupe of village notables 
attending to my every need. Neverthe- 
less, I do not lack for constant 
company; 1 seem to be devoting myself 
constantly to repelling an unruly host 
of ants, spiders, and other creepy- 
crawly insects who desire to assume 
residence within my house. 

Lere lacks access to electricity, so I 
have taken much pleasure in the two 
solar panels which I bought in the U.S. 
before my departure for Europe and 
Africa. These panels feed into a 12-volt 
battery, from which is generated 
enough current to operate my fluor¬ 
escent lamp, short wave radio, cassette 
recorder, and small table-top fan. 1 
particularly enjoy the latter item, as the 
temperatures even inside my house 
frequently rise to 104 degrees or higher 
during certain months of the year. 

Not surprisingly, my house does not 
have access to piped, running water. 
Consequently, I pay a local villager 
during the dry season to haul water 
regularly to my house in his oxen- 
driven cart. During the rainy season, I 
channel the rain run-off from my roof 
gutters into two 55 gallon barrels 
located behind my house. Since I live 
alone in my house, the water contained 
in two full barrels lasts me for up to 
ten to twelve days. As one can well 
imagine, my simply and inexpensively 
constructed house also lacks internal 
plumbing. I have not particularly 
missed this amenity, since I have 
adjusted easily to using an African- 
style, roofless, thatch-walled shower 
stall and pit latrine located behind my 
house. 

Although I depend heavily on canned 
goods, obtained periodically from the 
relatively large town of Garoua in 
nearby Cameroon, for my meals (the 
lazy man’s approach to cooking!), daily 
excursions to Lere’s open air market 
assure me of consuming adequate 
quantities of fresh fruits and bread. 
Even though my dietary fare has 
proven to be rather monotonous over 
the months, I am generally content 
with it. One good thing: my body 
weight has held steady since my arrival. 


Although 1 admit to not having 
acquired a body habitus resembling 
that of the Grand Chief, at least no one 
would be able to mistake me for a 
concentration camp inmate! 

Before completing this article (which I 
actually consider to be more of a letter 
to my fellow NSCDS alumni and other 
friends of the School, 1 would like to 
add a few personal thoughts. At this 
moment, as I peer out my window 
facing east, the sun happens to be rising 
above the horizon on this very special 
day (April 7, 1985), Easter Sunday. 
Quite honestly, I must confess that it 
has been a challenging, even difficult 
two years for me here in Chad. Having 
to learn new languages, to adapt to an 
inhospitable climate, to find myself so 
far removed from friends and family 
back at home, to immerse myself in a 
setting of heightened human suffering 
stemming from abject poverty, 
increasingly poor harvests, and a 
relatively unstable political and military 
situation are some of the imposing 
obstacles that have confronted me 
since my arrival. 


Yet, I wish to claim resoundingly that, 
on the whole, my sojourn in Chad has 
been an unparalleled time of personal 
growth ana an investment of incalcula¬ 
ble value. Briefly, 1 wish to close with a 
recounting of three of the personally- 
derived insights which have so richly 
impacted or confirmed themselves 
upon me during my two years living 
and working with the Moundang 
people: 

(1) Having to address man’s physical 
needs alone shortsightedly ignores the 
existence of his essential and often 
sorely neglected spiritual and 
psychological needs. A balanced 
approach is vital to facilitating the 
achievement of wholeness within 
individuals and communities. 

(2) Man’s ultimate fulfillment lies 
neither in his pursuit of material 
possessions nor in his consumption of 
them. Rather, the richness of his life 
depends upon the quality of his 
interpersonal relationships, between 
himself and his fellow man and 
between himself and God. 

(3) In a related vein, the one sure basis 
for sustained hope (i.e. hope in the 
sense of confident expectation) for a 
higher quality of life for ourselves and 
our descendants is ultimately neither to 
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be found in the institution of any parti¬ 
cular economic, political or social 
order, nor in the removal of ignorance 
through mass education. These ele¬ 
ments do have a place, or course. Yet 
taken by themselves or even considered 
together, they fall far short of the 
mark. The Hope of Easter is the hope 
which has motivated and sustained me 
in Chad and which is often reflected in 
the lives of the Chadians within the 
community of faith here. Chadians are 
really in need of a source of lasting 
hope. But, my strong hunch is that the 
same thing can be said of the rest of us, 
regardless of our present life 
circumstances. □

Living the Motto: The Effort Continues

Throughout the school year, service 
projects are organized by North Shore 
students, by class, by division (Upper, 
Middle and Lower), or by School. 
Service projects range from the most 
simple to the most intense but are all 
done with the same spirit, care and 
concern. 

Ethiopian Relief Day 

Last year, a major service effort 
brought in over $ 7 , 000.00 for 
Ethiopia/Sudan. North Shore students 
launched an intensive three week fund 
raising drive to send vital medical 
supplies to areas of famine and need. 
The "Children to Children” campaign 
urged students in all grades to think of 
creative ways to earn money. Events by 
individual grades and special programs 
helped raise money ana spread the 
word about the needs of the people in 
those distressed areas. Representatives 
from area schools were invited to an 
evening meeting where Phyllis J. 
Handelman, Director of the Evanston 
office of the American Refugee 
Committee and former trustee of 
North Shore, spoke. 

With assistance from faculty members, 
Betsy Ulbrich and Nancy Geyer, the 
students raised over $7,000. North 
Shore students organizing the effort 
were: Rashid Ghazi, Lisa McClung, 
Molly Shotwell, and Yuka Suguira. 
The students also urged area schools, 
churches and other organizations to 
participate in the effort. May 24th was 
the official "Ethiopian Relief Collec- 
tion Day” for the School’s projects. 

Assistance to Hadley 

This year, a few projects have already 
been organized. The freshman girls 
have, for a number of years, helped 
the Hadley School for the Blind with 
their Christmas card mailing. In the 
past, students have helped with the 
cards at Hadley but this year the cards 
were brought to North Shore. The 
freshman boys have also expressed an 
interest in assisting in the effort this 
year. 


Middle School Service 

Members of the Middle School 
participated in a service project in 
October. Organizing a bake sale under 
the direction of middle school faculty 
member, Sue Gundlach, students 
solicited or provided their own 
contributions of baked goods, staffed 
three tables of goodies in the school’s 
Art Center and, in the end, collected 
$157. The funds were sent to the 
Infant Ward of Evanston Hospital. 


New faculty position created 

Responding to a renewed interest 
throughout the School in service 
projects and the preparatory value they 
provide for students, the School has 
created a new staff position. 

Diane Janson, who has been a parent 
of the School since 1979, has joined 
the school’s staff this fall as the Service 
Coordinator. Mrs. Janson has served as 
Co-Chairperson of the Parents’

Association and member of the 
Woman’s Board. Currently, she is a 
member of the School’s Board of 
Trustees and Chairperson of the 
Community Relations committee. 

Mrs. Janson’s responsibility as Service 
Coordinator is to provide a central 
organization which presents to students 
a variety of opportunities for 
community service. Research is 
currently being done on area social 
service agencies to identify their needs 
and willingness to accept student 
volunteers. Plans are being made now 
to arrange for each upper school 
homeroom to "adopt” an agency for 
the entire school year. Communication 
between the agency and the class will 
be accomplished through the service 
committee representative of the 
student council. 

So far, over twenty agencies have 
already been contacted by Mrs. Janson. 
Attempts are being made to choose 
agencies where the level of professional 
skill and cheerful attitude is high 
enough to offset the "heaviness” of the 
problems which are addressed. 

Agencies selected at the end of the fact- 
finding process will also have excellent 
physical conditions and will be located 
in safe neighborhoods. 

"It is hoped that by focusing on one 
[agency] at time, students will 
gradually become acquainted with a 
variety of social issues throughout their 
four years,” Mrs. Janson says. "For 


some, the experience may simply be 
social awareness through observation; 
for others, there will be the readiness 
and the opportunity to participate in 
volunteer services. Coming together as 
a group to learn about a particular 
issue provides support for the learning 
process that precedes independent 
activity.” 

The student service program, as being 
planned this year, holds many benefits; 
some are obvious, others more subtle. 
With renewed campus awareness of 
social service, the availability of 
information and the opportunity to 
become involved, Mrs. Janson hopes 
more students will opt to participate in 
a service program. Those students who 
extend themselves outside the campus 


and provide assistance to members of 
the outer community, will find that 
they enhance their own educational 
experience and personal growth at the 
same time, Mrs. Janson says. 

"This is a time when students are 
trying to discover their true identities,” 
she comments. "By reaching out 
beyond themselves and meeting 
another person on a one to one basis, 
they satisfy a natural need to be helpful 
and useful and come away with a 
clearer picture of who they really are.” 
As students learn more about 
themselves and others, social service 
for students will instill in them a habit 
of volunteerism which has become a 
large part of the adult world. This kind 
of "training for the future” is one of 
the primary goals of the program. □

Yale’s Giamatti Visits Campus As First Hines Fellow 


North Shore Gathers to Honor Harold H. Hines, Jr., Friend, Father, Leader 


On Monday, September 23, 1985, A. 
Bartlett Giamatti, President of Yale 
University, came to campus to speak as 
the first Harold H. Hines, Jr. Visiting 
Fellow. 

President Giamatti was all the things 
one might think he would be: 
outspoken, articulate and scholarly. 
Those of us who have heard or read 
excerpts from previous speeches were 
not disappointed in that regard. He 
spoke with familiarity and ease. We 
came to hear his views on liberal 
education, but more specially than 
that, we met a man who, like all of us, 
shares a feeling of love and respect for 
Harold Hines. It was President 
Giamatti who described Mr. Hines as 
"a man of luminous moral intelligence.” 

Speaking to the subject of ethical 
considerations of which educational 
institutions must be mindful, President 
Giamatti addressed the plight of 
organized sport on American college 
campuses. Asserting that organized 
athletics occupies a necessary place in 
higher education, he asks why there 
should be "the purest of scruples in 


educational concerns and research and 
not in sports?” He expresses his dismay 
at the exploitation and 
commercialization of college sports. 
There is "profound beauty” in young 
people participating in sports,” he says, 
"but when it is abused and exploited, it 
threatens the college image, erodes 
public faith in education and causes the 
public to become cynical about 
collegiate sports.” 

Sport, President Giamatti affirms, has 
the capacity to strengthen the values in 
the individual and, in that respect, 
stretches that individual more than 
academic concerns. The place of sport 
in education lies simply in the belief 
that "to toughen the body is to 
toughen the soul.” The process of 
physical training, then, becomes 
"educational, instilling morality, 
character, spirit, discipline and 
reliance. 

"Where money is involved,” President 
Giamatti confirms, "care must be taken 
to continue to serve all the people to 
whom the college is responsible.” In

A. Bartlett Giamatti assumed the 
office of the President of Yale 
University in 1978. He received 
his B.A. in English and Ph.D. in 
Comparative Literature, both 
from Yale, and joined the faculty 
there in 1966. Mr. Giamatti’s 
main interest as a scholar is the 
Renaissance, with emphasis on 
the literature of Italy and 
England. He has written books on 
Spenser and Renaissance epic 
oetry. Besides receiving ten 
onorary degrees from distim 
guished educational institutions 
across the country, he was elected 
a Fellow of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences in 
1980. Mr. Giamatti is a member 
of several educational societies 
and councils, such as the National 
Council on the Humanities, and 
was appointed by Education 
Secretary Terrel H. Bell to the 18 
member National Commission on 
Excellence in Education which 
completed its work in 1983. Dr. 
Giamatti is married to Toni 
Smith, and they have three 
children.

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reality, colleges have become "minor 
league teams” for professional 
organizations such as the NFL and 
USFL. Players (at the college level) are 
recruited without the usual admissions 
considerations and are then betrayed 
by the school that makes money from 
them. He claims there is nothing wrong 
with athletic or merit scholarships until 
they become compounded with the 
exploitation of the recipient by the 
institution. 

Physical training, as opposed to 
commercialized sport, is a part of 
liberal education. The difference lies in 
the "character of the pursuit with 
absence of a higher goal. There should 
be no professional strain in sports as 
there is no professional demand in 
academics” President Giamatti says. 
"Sport serves no other purpose than 
the exercise of the spirit and the body 
itself; nothing beyond that.” It is this 
spiritual as well as intellectual training 
which fosters and maintains a "good 
citizen.” President Giamatti believes, 
the goal of liberal education is to 
"create good citizens,” not to pursue a 
career. □ 



From 1966 to 1983, Harold H. 
Hines, Jr. served as a member of 
The North Shore Country Day 
School Board of Trustees. In 
1971 he was elected Chairman of 
the Board, a position he held for 
two years and subsequently, in 
1981, was elected a Trustee of 
The North Shore Country Day 
School Foundation. The strength 
of his leadership touched all 
members of the School commun¬ 
ity. To continue the effort to 
abide by the school philosophy, 
"Live and Serve,” the Board of 
Trustees established the Harold 
H. Hines, Jr. Visiting Fellowship 
in his memory. The Fellowship 
brings an individual to the 
campus to articulate the 
challenges of the school motto. 
This program is funded by 
memorial donations made by his 
friends.

North Shore Prepares for a Year of Self-Evaluation 


Faculty Begins With Planning 
Workshop 

The faculty, administration and staff 
began their school year with an all-day 
workshop on curriculum planning. 

This year, the School will be involved 
in another year long self-evaluation. All 
aspects of the School’s curriculum and 
student life will be considered and a 
new five-year-long-range plan for the 
curriculum will be written. The 
School’s last major plan was written in 
1981. 

The evaluation process is designed to 
keep curriculum consistent with the 
School’s educational philosophy and 


statement of mission. It will identify 
problems, strengths and opportunities 
for expansion. At various stages of the 
process, all constituencies of the 
School will have an opportunity to 
express concerns and opinions. By the 
end of the school year, a new plan will 
be ready for integration and 
implementation by the administration. 

John A. Wing, Chairman of the 
school’s Board of Trustees, spoke to 
the faculty about the upcoming project 
and the need to change. He sighted 
instances of businesses which "failed to 
plan, failed to change and have become 
obsolete. You must consider changes in 


demographics, social attitudes and 
values,’’ Mr. Wing says, "and only 
when you begin the process of change 
do you really know what your 
potential is.” Generally, Mr. Wing sees 
the long range plan as a means of 
obtaining an "operative consensus” 
that provides a common sense of 
mission, goals and program integration 
throughout all levels of the School. We 
will attempt to make the current school 
better; we will not be creating a new 
school.” 

Speaking to the faculty at the same 
gathering, Headmaster Richard P. 
Hall emphasized the importance of 
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Jack Wing, President of the Board of 
Trustees: ". . . only when you begin the 
process of change do you really know . . . 
your potential . . .” 

total faculty participation in the 
formulation and execution of the 
mission statement. Because the 
philosophy of the School stresses 
global perspectives and an education 
for world citizenship, for instance, a 
fair amount of department and age 
integration and interaction needs to 
take place. We’re all in it together,” 

Mr. Hall remarks. "Curriculum is the 
sum of all of the parts. No one teaches 
in a vacuum.” 

The faculty task at this workshop was 
to identify areas for future 
examination. Among topics discussed 
were: 1. the importance of academic 
excellence 2. student social service 3. a 
need for diversity within the student 
body 4. the importance of educating 
the whole child 5. providing increased 
opportunity for students to participate 
in a variety of academic and non- 
academic projects 6. the ethical 
considerations in the School 7. the 
concerns arising from increased activity 
and limitations of time 8. how to 
further interaction among students 
whose ages range between 4 and 18. 
The workshop was the beginning of 
faculty participation in the evaluation 
process which will be directed by 
Academic Dean, Julie Hall. 

North Shore’s First Academic Dean 

Julie Hall was appointed Academic 
Dean last spring. Her role as former 
Director of Curriculum Development, 
teacher and Head of the Middle School 
for the past five years has given her an 
understanding of School’s educational 
hilosophy to meet the challenges of 
er new responsibilities. 


In addition to her task of general 
curriculum coordination, Mrs. Hall 
also monitors educational trends 
throughout the country and acts as a 
resource person for the faculty. She 
encourages them to respond, as 
individuals, to the educational needs of 
their students and, in that sense, views 
her role as supportive rather than 
directive. "Teachers here are 
intelligent, creative and caring people,” 
Mrs. Hall explains. "I don’t tell them 
what to teach but help them develop 
their own curriculum. The faculty is 
involved in decisions of curriculum so 
they have as much input as possible.”

Working with the faculty curriculum 
committee, Mrs. Hall discusses 
questions of philosophy as well as 
specific programing. Constant 
evaluation, Mrs. Hall believes, is 
essential in providing quality education. 
"Curriculum has to be flexible. You 
are always reviewing and improving 
and addressing the changing needs of 
the children. It is asking questions as 
well as providing the answers.” 


Robert Kramer Named Acting 
Head of Middle School 

Replacing Mrs. Hall as Acting Head of 
the Middle School is Robert Kramer, 
who comes to the position with his 
own special insights. Having taught the 
fifth grade for the last four years, he 
already knows the current middle 
school student body. He has seen them 
in the classroom, worked with them 
and actively participated in a full year 
of their growth and development. 


Aside from all the benefits the students 
will derive from his knowledge of them 
as individuals, they also know him. 

"I’ve taught these kids. I know them 
and they know Kramer. They know 
what is tolerated and what isn’t.” 

Because of the familiarity Mr. Kramer 
shares with the students, they feel 
comfortable coming to him with 
problems and concerns. Knowing the 
person in control reinforces the reeling 
of stability for the students, and 
stability is something Mr. Kramer feels 
children this age require the most. 
"Students know where to turn to for 
help. This school does all it can to 
provide firm understanding and expec¬ 
tations that are outlined and definite. 

Seeking to continue to build on the 
solid foundation of the former adminis¬ 
trator, Julie Hall, Mr. Kramer will 
"conduct business as usual.” His goals 
for the year are to gain familiarity with 
the strengths of the faculty and to get a 
feeling for the curriculum, how well 
the school functions and how well stu¬ 
dents perform. Mr. Kramer also plans 
to spend time seeking ways to strength¬ 
en the student Forum, the Middle 
School version of student council. □

It seems as if, when the "Barbaras 
moved out," the "Nancys moved in." 
Barbaras Franke and Modisett left the 
North Shore staff as College Counselor 
and Director of Publications and 
Alumni Reunions and when school 
began in the fall, the Development 
Office housed three Nancys. 

For the past four years, Nancy Jones 
Emrich, Director of Development, has 
been the mainstay in the Development 
Office, and most people when talking 
of development related matters, knew 
to whom "Nancy" referred. Now, with 
the arrival of Nancy Green 
Whiteman (71) and Nancy Ohr 
Travis, people are finding it necessary 
to be a bit more deliberate when 
making inquiries. 

Nancy Whiteman began her responsi- 
bilities this summer as the Alumni 
Director. She holds her B.A. from 
Hollins College, and her M.S.W. from 
New York University. Mrs. Whiteman 
returns to North Shore after working 
for nine years in the not-for-profit 
sector which included most recently, 
two years for the United Way/Crusade 
of Mercy as the community relations 
manager. 

Besides the tasks of gathering alumni 
class notes and organizing class 
reunions, Mrs. Whiteman will also 
direct alumni fund raising efforts and 
organize opportunities for alumni to 
participate in the daily life of the 
School. Her goal is to organize many 
different kinds of volunteer work for 
the alumni. "I would like to build 
alumni into the School as resources," 
Mrs. Whiteman explains, "and to 
maintain a more finely tuned system 
for communication between alumni 
and the School. Communication is 


important because it allows alumni to 
become involved in things they like to 
do and provides the School with the 
resources it needs." 

Mrs. Whiteman is particularly 
interested in involving alumni during 
Interim Week and in the School’s 
Morning Ex. program. Interim Week 
occurs every year in November and is 
designed to introduce students to 
various learning experiences outside 
the traditional classroom setting. 
Morning Ex. is a tradition as old as the 
School itself. Alumni are a valuable 
resource for providing job internship 
experiences as well. 

Nancy Travis joined the North Shore 
staff as the Director of Publications 
and Public Relations on July 1. A 
graduate of Illinois Wesleyan 
University, she holds a B.A. in 
Philosophy. She is responsible for all 
of the school’s publications. 

Having had fourteen years experience 
as a student at the Francis W. Parker 
School, Ms. Travis is comfortable 
coming to North Shore. "In some ways 
I feel as if I have come back home," 

Ms. Travis explains. "Each 
independent school has its own 
character, its particular mission, but 
there are still things that make them all 
feel very much the same; one of those 
things is a feeling of the school as a 
community, a sense of family 
closeness." 


Describing her role at the School, Ms. 
Travis concludes, "My task is 
communication; within the school 
community as well as to the outer 
community. It is important that people 
have the information they need to 
understand who we are and what it is 
we are doing here." 

The original in this latest set of Nancys 
is Nancy Geyer who teaches 
Psychology, Anthropology and 
Journalism and serves as official school 
historian and faculty advisor to the 
student newspaper, The Enterprise. 

"When I came here eight years ago, I 
was the only one," Dr. Geyer says 
when asked to comment on the 
popularity of her name. "It’s the 
funniest experience; really shifts your 
sense of identity." She laughs and adds, 
"It makes me want to think of another 
name. I wish my last name was such 
that it would lend itself to a neat 
nickname." 

Actually, it’s not as bad as it could 
have been. If the timing had been right 
(or wrong, depending on how one 
views the situation), there could have 
been as many as seven. Besides Nancy 
Emrich, there have been two other 
women named Nancy in the Develop¬ 
ment Office at various times. Nancy 
Clune was the secretary in the office 
four years ago, and Nancy Friedenberg 
was a part time staff person. 
Additionally this year, Nancy Phair,

Subjects 
discussed included improvement of 
administrative and leadership skills, 
special concerns of women and 
minority students, and management. 

Jackie Melissas (Art) was awarded a 
six week fellowship at Skidmore 
College where she spent "six luxurious 
weeks of being pampered, making art 
and enjoying total R&JR” this summer. 
Following customary application 
procedures, Mrs. Melissas submitted 
slides of her ceramic pieces with 
recommendations and references. The 
fellowships were given to high school 
art teachers, and although Mrs. 
Melissas’ main area of concentration 
was ceramics, teachers interested in 
other art forms were also included in 
the group. 

Besides being given time to work on 
her own projects, lectures and 
demonstrations were presented by 
nationally recognized artists. Topics 
explored in these sessions covered 
technique as well as career and 
marketing guidance. 

Mrs. Melissas believes the time spent 
this summer was enormously valuable 
to her as a professional artist and as a 
teacher.

formative years! Doc also knew the 
technical side of high school football 
well. Nothing can bear witness more 
than the fall of 1933. North Shore 
scrimmaged the New Trier varsity on 
three different occasions and never 
came out second best. I well remember 
Kent Blatchford, captain of the 1934 
team, scoring three touchdowns against 
them on a glorious fall afternoon. 

"I hope you all have the Doc Anderson 
fact sheets which were passed out on 
the sidelines. These contain quotations 
of the imagery that Doc used to 
motivate his brave little bands. Such 
eternal verities as 'the bigger they are, 
the harder they fall,* 'a team that won’t 
be beaten, can’t be beaten’ and 'they 
put their pants on one leg at a time just 
like you,’ etc., etc., chronicled in this 
sheet, his players found to be true in 
life as well as on the football field. 

"And so,’’ Mr. Webbe concluded, "we 
come to the conclusion, like Stagg 
Field at the University of Chicago, 

Yost Field at the University of 
Michigan, Pratt Field at Williams 
College and Duke Childs Field here in 
Winnetka. On behalf of the Board of 
Trustees and Dick Hall, Headmaster, I 
officially dedicate this beautiful playing 
field, the Jack C. 'Doc’ Anderson Field.’’

After 66 years, the football field on 
North Shore’s campus has a name. 
Dedicated on Saturday October 5th in 
the memory of Jack C. "Doc” 
Anderson, the field stands as a 
memorial to Doc Anderson, Athletic 
Director at North Shore for 29 years. 
The field commemorates his teaching 
and his great influence on the students 
here. The ceremonies took place during 
halftime of the Homecoming game 
against Lake Forest/Ferry Hall. 

Flanked by members of Anderson foot' 
ball teams and members of the 
Anderson family, Headmaster Richard 
P. Hall led the festivities before the 
largest Homecoming crowd in recent 
memory. The field was officially dedb 
cated by Scotson Webbe (’34) who 
reminisced about Doc Anderson and 
his desire and skill to instill a sense of 
personal identity in each of his students. 


"Doc had several outstanding 
characteristics,” Mr. Webbe says. "He 
was a firm disciplinarian and whenever 
Perry Smith had to deal with difficult 
indiscretions by some of the students 
of that time, he would turn them over 
to Doc for rehabilitation! Many a 
student in that bygone era stood in fear 
and trembling with their pink slips 
before braving the upcoming session in 
Doc’s gym office. 

"Doc was also a master of the 'pep 
talk.’ He was to halftime high school 
extortion what Knute Rockne was at 
the college level. However, in Doc’s 
motivating skills, there was never room 
for a swear word. The most abusive 
language Doc could muster, with finger 
pointed directly at the malingerer, was 
'You fathead!’ There are many 
'fatheads’ standing behind me on the 
field today who played during their

Brian Lax has been named one of 
15,000 nationwide Semi-finalists by 
the National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation. Brian, who will continue 
in the Merit Program competition for 
Finalist, is a member of the varsity 
soccer team, stage crew and is the 


editor of the student newspaper, The 
Enterprise. 

The Merit Program has also sent letters 
of commendation to Stephanie Britt, 
Lana Fleishman, Christina Jeskey 
and Jeffrey Swanson.

Mac Posts 200 

Although he wouldn’t think to 
mention it, Mac McCarty won his 
200th game as a football coach. The 
victory against Rockford Lutheran 
came at the end of the regular season 
that saw the Raiders losing only one 
game by a small margin and handily 
disposing of all other opponents. 

Mac appears to be rather unimpressed 
by the accomplishment, which is 
heightened by the fact that the victory 
over Rockford was also his 1,300th 
victory since he began coaching in 
1938. He describes his philosophy as 
very "low key’’ and, indeed, there is an 
absence of the more traditional football 
hoopla surrounding the team. You will 
not find game films, scouting reports 
or computated statistics. You will not 
hear the customary shouting, banging 
of metal lockers or evangelistic 
inspirations bellowing from the locker 
room prior to the game or at half time. 

"We play for the enjoyment of 
playing,’’ Mac says. "The colleges, pros 
and even many high schools have taken 
the joy out of playing games. They’re 
putting too much pressure and empha- 
sis on winning. Football should be 
approached as an educational activity.” 


Mac also believes in playing as many of 
his team members as he can. True to 
his philosophy, he pulled his starters at 
the beginning of the second half in the 
game against Rockford. 

In this sense, what Mac does is 
educational. It is also inspirational. 
What other reason could there be for 
football at North Shore to successfully 
remain long after the Independent 
School League discontinued monitor- 
ing the sport? Why, at the beginning of 
the season, do players look toward the 
post season, Class 1A tournament 
when they know, playing without a 
league, their chances are slight? 

It’s pride. It’s spirit. It’s Mac.

Miss Golden appeared on campus in 
the lower school building with Head¬ 
master Richard Hall. She was there to 
spend some time meeting and talking 
with individual classes of the Lower 
School. It was, for most, a close up of a 
real celebrity, someone "important”, 
someone "famous”, and yet someone 
very personable and accessible. 

After making the rounds in the Lower 
School, Miss Golden met with upper 
school students interested in the 
performing arts and in particular, voice 
as a career. She gave them the inside 
view of a schedule which requires great 
amounts of travel and study and told 
students how it all started and where it 
all might end. The students listened 
with interest to this international 
performer who was not some dream or 
glittering image but a real person. They 


responded with questions and shared, 
for a moment, a life of glamour and 
hard work. 

The greatest part of the visit was 
Morning Ex. Noting the tradition of 
annual student productions of Gilbert 
and Sullivan operettas, Miss Golden 
opened and closed her program with 
arias from two Gilbert and Sullivan 
works. Between songs, she left the stage 
to mingle in the audience and answer 
questions from students. The questions 
mirrored the age and interest diversity 
of the young audience. Realizing the 
question, "Do you like rainbows?” was 
as important to the four year old 
asking it as the question, "How much 
stress should be placed on becoming 
fluent in a foreign language?” was to an 
upper schooler, Miss Golden gave each 
question equal consideration. 



The last song, one of Josephine’s arias 
from "H.M.S. Pinafore,” brought the 
house down. By that time, after 
questions and answers mixed between 
songs and operatic selections, Miss 
Golden held the attention of all 
present. Before the last tones of the last 
note faded away, the roaring applause 
began; that, in itself, was not only a 
tribute to the performer, but also to 
Vincent Allison, North Shore’s 
Music Director, and others of the 
music department who have given the 
students such a fine appreciation for 
music over the years.

Ex. at its best. Her presence here was 
not only educational but heartwarming 
and inspiring as well. 



Editor’s note: Ruth Golden graduated 
from the University of Southern California 
with a Master of Music in Voice. She has 
spent two summers at the Music Academy 
of the West, performing under the 
guidance of noted French baritone, 

Martial Singher. She has also studied with 
Elizabeth Schwarzkopf and Gwendolyn 
Koldofsky.

Message from the Chairman 


The North Shore Country Day School 
has always been an excellent school. As 
with all types of institutions, it goes 
through periods of growth and of 
tranquility. The past several years have 
been periods of significant growth in 
the quality of personnel, financial 
strength, academic stature and physical 
facilities. It appears that the 
preconditions for continual growth in 
these and other areas are in place. 

While many people have contributed 
to this growth, I would like to single 
out four people for specific mention. 

As the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees for the past year and again 
this year, I am continually impressed 
with the fact that my job has been 
made easier because of their vision, 
hard work and dedication. The four 
individuals are Dick Hall, Rich 
Franke, Harold Hines and Cam 
Avery. 

Dick Hall has done a superb job as 
Headmaster. He has retained and 
attracted an excellent group of teachers 
and administrators. Just as important, 
he has motivated them with a sense of 
purpose and a high standard of profes¬ 
sionalism. In addition, he has been a 
key participant and driving force in all 
of the school fund raising activities. 

In 1978, Rich Franke, as Chairman of 
the Board, found the School in a less 
than desirable financial and 
administrative condition. Over the next 
several years, he recruited a new 
headmaster, Dick Hall, and balanced 
the budget. If that in itself were not 
enough of a contribution, Rich agreed 
to accept the challenge of leading the 
school’s Capital and Endowment Fund 
Drive: Endowing Educational 
Excellence. Rich’s personal drive and 
leadership have been critical to the 
success of the Campaign. As I write 
this message, the drive is moving closer 
to its goal. Its successful completion 
depends upon the full participation of 
the whole North Shore family, and we 
are confident that we will receive it. 


Harold Hines remains the essence of 
towering intellect, vision and integrity. 
Harold initiated and agreed to lead the 
school’s first long-range planning 
effort. That effort resulted in a plan 
that has guided the School for the past 
four years and has provided us with 
objectives and standards against which 
to measure its performance. Harold’s 
death was a loss to all of us, but his 
contributions continue to enhance us. 

Cam Avery had the job of putting all 
of these forces described above into 
coherent operational context and then 
making it work. Over the four years 
that Cam served as Chairman of the 
Board, financial controls, annual 
planning reviews and significantly 
enhanced fund raising programs were 
put into place; all are operating 
smoothly. 

With this legacy, the job as Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees has been 
enjoyable. Both the Woman’s Board, 
with their boundless enthusiasm for 
their financially important auction, and 
the Parents’ Association, with their 
tireless will to build a sense of 
community among the parent body, 
have contributed significantly to the 
smooth operation of the School. 



Challenges still remain. The School will 
be undergoing a major review of its 
long-range plan this spring. It has been 
five years, and the forces for change 
require us to update our vision of our 
risk and opportunity and, as the 
beneficiary of a tradition of excellence, 
to set new goals and standards for 
ourselves. In addition, all of us face the 
challenge of doing as good a job as 
those who came before us. Over the 
years, the School has done a superb job 
of educating children and young adults. 
We all are working hard to continue 
that tradition.

The academic year 1984-85 was active 
for all members of the North Shore 
community. Students were challenged 
in their classes, on the athletic field and 
in many extra-curricular projects 
occurring throughout the year. 
Providing this kind of opportunity for 
student participation is surely an 
enormous strength of North Shore.

The year marked 20 years of teaching 
in the Physical Education Department 
for Jay Bach, as well as 25 years of 
devoted service from George Mitchell 
who is the School’s Maintenance and 
Transportation Director. In addition, 
Julie Hall completed five years as 
Head of the Middle School and has 
now returned to teaching nearly full 
time in the fifth grade classroom. The 


School will continue to tap her 
administrative skills as she begins this 
year as North Shore’s first Academic 
Dean. We at North Shore owe much 
gratitude to all three of these people 
who continue to give so tirelessly to 
this school. 

No report on the past year would be 
complete without mention of our 
continuing work on the Endowing 
Education Excellence Campaign. As we 
approach the 3.5 million dollar mark, 
we are delighted with our progress. Yet 
we acknowledge that our efforts cannot 
be relaxed if we are to achieve the goals 
we have set for ourselves; We need to 
ensure the future of faculty salary 
levels through increased endowment, 
and we look forward to the time in the 
near future when we might break 
ground for a much needed library. 

I invite each and every one of you in 
the school family to come to visit when 
School is in session. We are proud of 
our accomplishments and plans, and 
we would enjoy sharing both with you; 
we are especially excited about this 
School’s faculty and students, and we 
would like you to meet them.

I am pleased to report that the School ended the fiscal year with a slight 
surplus. The School continues to be in sound financial condition. In addition 
to the following disbursements, the Board also approved $21,647 for capital 
additions this year. 

Significant progress toward reaching the EEE capital fund drive goal of $3.5 
million has been achieved and it is the School’s wish to wrap the drive up by 
the end of the year.

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Endowing Educational Excellence Report

The Library 
Committee 
Sharpens Pencils, 
Refines Library 
Plans 

Builds on past committee 
efforts 

As the Endowing Educational 
Excellence Campaign approaches its 
goal, the Library Committee, a sub' 
committee of the Board of Trustees’ 
Buildings and Grounds Committee, has 
increased its activity to fulfill its newest 
assignment: to review the final details 
on the planned building by addressing 
the question, "What will happen in 
our new facility?’’ 

At the initial stages of the 1981 Long 
Range Plan, when "desirable actions’’ 
were converted into "goals that cost 
money,” the first Library Committee, 
composed of trustees, faculty and 
consultants, sought to define the 
general facility needs of the faculty and 
students in the Lower, Middle and 
Upper Schools. This committee 
established the original building plan. 

After the $3.5 million Endowing 
Educational Excellence Campaign was 
approved by the Board of Trustees, a 
second library committee was formed, 
chaired by Adrienne Weisse, middle 
and upper school French teacher, and 
composed of parents, faculty and 
consultants. The consultants included 
Pauline Anderson, an independent 
school library consultant, and Jim 
Godfrey, Librarian and Head of the 
Upper School at Rye Country Day 
School, Rye, N.Y. 

During 1983-85, the Library 
Committee surveyed and studied the 
libraries of other independent schools 
all over the country. Librarians and 
faculties were asked "What works in 
your library? What doesn’t? What 


library programs are effective? How do 
each of your academic departments use 
your library?” 

The Committee also studied program 
possibilities through faculty 
questionnaires ana department 
meetings. The faculty was fully 
involved in the planning process from 
furniture and equipment selection to 
library program plans. This academic 
year, the Library Committee has begun 
to work with Buildings and Grounds 
Committee liaison, Jack Burnell, to 
convert the established needs into 
specifications for the architects, Nagle 
and Hartray. 

In some ways, the Library Committee 
is a mis-nomer. The mission of this 
group has always been to define and 
plan the "One Building Serving Many 
Needs” described in the Endowing 
Educational Excellence brochure. This 
central academic center will provide a 
focus for the academic life of all 
divisions of the School. 

The building will include a large study 
and stack area for middle and upper 
school students, a separate reading area 
for the Lower School, a seminar room, 
a computer center, a faculty study, an 
audio-visual production room, a school 
archives, work space for film-making, 
student publication facilities, and an art 
gallery/foyer connecting the center and 
the Lower and Middle Schools to the 
auditorium. New restroom facilities 
will be shared by the center and the 
auditorium. The new art gallery/foyer 
will alleviate crowding in the 
Auditorium lobby. 

Planning the library section of the 
center has been a particularly 
interesting project. Pauline Anderson, 
the retired Librarian of Choate- 
Rosemary Hall, Wallingford, Conn., 
has been an invaluable resource and 
sounding board for the committee. Her 
experiences on the National 
Association of Independent Schools 
Library Committee, and her other 
consulting experiences have helped the 
Committee move deliberately through 
the massive project, avoiding pitfalls 


committed by other schools. The proof 
of the committee’s effectiveness came 
when the architects complimented the 
committee on the thoroughness of its 
efforts — efforts that resulted in fewer 
billable hours for the architects!

The goal of the committee 
was to create a fund in the name of 
North Shore’s Athletic Director, Jack 
"Doc” Anderson. As a result of the 
committee’s success, the football field 
was named the Doc Anderson Field at 
the Homecoming game in October.

The 17 member committee raised 
$200,220 in 90 gifts from 82 
individual donors. It is interesting that 
a fund honoring the boys’ athletic 
director was supported by almost as 
many women as men.

Their second campaign 
gift emphasizes 
grandparents’ support 
for North Shore faculty 

With the very high cost of living in or 
near Winnetka, housing accommo¬ 
dations for a limited number of 
teachers are a key goal identified in the 
Long Range Plan. The generous pledge 
by Elmer and Vera Wavering of 
Glenview is the result of their long 
interest in the work of the faculty at 
North Shore. The Waverings are the 
parents of Lynne Wavering 
Shotwell ’60 and the grandparents of 
Henley, a third grader, and Molly, an 
eleventh grader. Their son-in-law, 

Chip Shotwell ’61 is serving his first 
term on the Board of Trustees. The 
Waverings make regular visits to 
campus in the fall before they move 
south to Naples, Florida for the winter 
and in the spring, at Grandparents* 

Day. 

Long-time residents of the North Shore 
area, the Waverings have given 
extensively to the Evanston/ 


Glenbrook Hospital Association and 
just recently established a chaired 
lectureship for the Department of 
Orthopedic surgery at Evanston 
Hospital. A native of Ouincy, Ill., 
Elmer Wavering retired from Motorola 
as Vice-Chairman. He remains active as 
a Director, Emeritus. The City of 
Quincy, Ill. has also been a recipient of 
the Waverings generosity. Both 
children and adults benefit from the 
Wavering Aquatic Center and 
Wavering Park. 

North Shore is especially grateful to 
the Waverings for their interest in our 
faculty housing project. This pledge 
represents an additional gift to the 
campaign, a happy repetition of the 
generosity which has been a prevalent 
pattern in the pledges the School has 
received this fall. 

Currently five North Shore faculty 
members live in school housing. 
Teachers freed of traveling long 
distances are able to participate 
extensively in athletic and 
extracurricular activities that are a 
regular part of the life of an 
independent school teacher. The 
uality of North Shore’s programs 
epends on the willingness of faculty to 
volunteer for these duties. The "round- 
the-clock” faculty presence on campus 
provides many benefits for both the 
School and for the resident faculty, as 
the popularity of the Leicester Hall 
apartments demonstrates.

Long Lost and Found 


by Martin ]. "Mac” McCarty 

Ed. Note: Martin J* "Mac” McCarty, 
Athletic Director at North Shore since 
1949, made an interesting discovery 
this summer while researching North 
Shore’s P. E. Department for the 
school history. The school history is 
currently being written under the 
supervision of Nancy Geyer. This is 
his account of his findings. 

Recent publications of the School have 
stated that we have had only two 
Athletic Directors in the School’s life¬ 
time, but when researching the history 
of our Physical Education Department, 
I came across the name "Long” listed 
in the first school year book as the 
coach for the year 1919-1920. 

Somewhere, somehow, I had heard 
rumors that Karl Long, a fellow 
Springfield College graduate, had 
preceded Jack (Doc) Anderson at 
North Shore. Karl stayed one year and 
was offered a much more prominent 
coaching position at Morton East High 
School and, in the process of leaving, 
encouraged Perry Smith to hire Doc 
Anderson as his replacement. Although 
this rumor has been on my mind for 
years, I had almost come to believe that 
there were only two A.D.s in North 
Shore’s history. 

Researching almost everything dealing 
with the P.E. history, Karl Long was 
always in a corner of my mind. I knew 


that he had retired from coaching at 
the Francis Parker School around 
1954. My teams had played against his 
teams and we had a wonderful 
relationship. In the first year that 
North Shore rejoined the Private 
School League, Karl had suggested that 
North Shore be awarded a League 
Sportsmanship Trophy; that trophy is 
still in the case in the boys’ gym and it 
is the only Sportsmanship Trophy that 
was ever given out by the League. 

I lost track of Karl after his retirement, 
but occasionally heard of his 
movements throughout the country. 
Recently, I heard that his wife had 
passed away, that he remarried, and I 
estimated that he must be 90 or more 
years of age. If he was still living, how 
could I find him? 

I called the Francis Parker School to 
see if they had kept track of him after 
his retirement over thirty years ago. 
They gave me a telephone number and 
an address in De Land, Florida. The 
information turned out to be incorrect. 
The woman who answered the phone 
told me, however, that someone else 
had inquired about a Karl Long, and 
that the only other Karl Long she knew 
was a young man who owned a restau¬ 
rant. I was about ready to "throw in 
the towel” when I thought of another search 
method. If the woman had heard of 
Karl Long, it might still be possible 
that he lived in De Land. I called 
information and got another number. 


I made another call and asked if a Karl 
Long lived there. The woman who 
answered said he did and I asked to 
speak to him. 

"Is this the Karl Long who many years 
ago coached at Francis Parker?” 

"Yes, it is,” he said, "and who are you?” 

"I’m Mac McCarty from North Shore 
Country Day.” 

"Well I’ll be darned.” He was just as 
excited as I was. "Where are you at 
and what do you want?” 

"I’m in Winnetka and I’m calling to 
see if you were ever an A.D. at North 
Shore Country Day.” He quickly 
responded. 

"The day before that school opened, 
Perry Smith and I swept out all of its 
buildings.” 

The search for Karl Long was over. We 
now know who the "Long” of 1919- 
1920 is, where he is and that North 
Shore did, in fact, have three A.D.s in 
its history. 

I asked Karl his age and he informed 
me that he is 91. After further 
questioning, he told me that his first 
wife had passed away when he was 80 
and that he had married again at 85. 
The next day, he said, he and his wife 
would be driving to Philadelphia to 
visit his daughter. □
